It is known that bomb-makers 
are here and have made | >repara- 
tions for deadly work, 
but the law­ 
less men constituc a very small per 
cent, of the strikers and the advo­ 
cates of law ami order can suppress 
them and prevent violence. 
T he sheriff has j)osted notices on 
the mining property warning the 
strikers that they will be repelled 
with force if they trespass on the 
property.

The negroes wdio deseKed from 
the stockade are being lionized by 
the strikers to show the other 
n e­ 
groes that they will not be molested 
if they leave the stockade. 
M any of the men wdio joined the 
strike are anxious to meet the ope­ 
rators half way in a settlement of 
the difficulty. 
Mr. Keith, of the Keith & Perry 
company, does not seem at all un­ 
easy at the reports from Rich Hill, 
as he does not believe the miners 
there will strike.

“ We are inclined to think that 
many of the strikers in Southeastern 
Kansas will desire to

time, and we have no fears in that 
direction.

These 
men 
are 
not criminals. 
They are industrious, honest, hard­ 
working men 
and the misfortune 
that has come upon them has not 
been brought about by any act of 
their own. 
They are suffering from the effects 
of a financial condition that has 
become a national 
calamity, and 
for the present they must be fed 
and clothed from the earnings of 
those who are fortunate enough to 
still find something to do. 
It will not do to meet these men 
with a policeman and tell them to 
*^move 
on. ’’ 
Such 
procedure 
would be cruel and calculated to 
transform men who are now good 
citizens into enemies of law and 
order. 
On the other hand these unem­ 
ployed must be treated as men and 
brethren. 
When 
possible to do so 
public 
improvements should be put under 
way and work, even at low wages 
and short hours, should be given to 
as many as possible. 
By this means they will be given 
an 
o{)portunity 
to earn food 
and 
shelter and be preserved 
from the 
humiliation of 
begging 
from door 
to door. 
Where 
employment 
cannot 
be 
given to these unfortunate men, or­ 
ganizations should 
be formed and 
soup houses and relief stations es­ 
tablished and their actual wants re­ 
lieved. 
The employed cannot afford, as 
said before, to 
meet 
their 
unem­ 
ployed brethren with 
the 
police­ 
man’s club, but 
should 
extend to 
them the hand of friendship, 
sym­ 
pathy and succor. 
The evil is only temporary; the 
unemployed of the coming fall and 
winter will find work at good wages 
when business revives and be ready 
in turn to bear the burdens of gov­ 
ernment and assist 
other unfortu­ 
nates. 
These men will naturally congre­ 
gate in the towns and the work of 
caring for them must begin at once.

n o r d i n a n c e to ameml an ordinance 
entitled “ An ordinance providing for 
the paving of Fifth street from the west line 
of 
Ohio avenue to the east line of 
Grand 
avenue,” passed April 3d, 
1893, 
•'^P' 
proved April 5th, 1893, 
»"cpealing section 
I of said ordinance, and enacting a new sec­ 
tion in lieu thereof, for the purpose of chang­ 
ing the grade of said street so as to conform 
to the curb as now set. 
Be it ordained by the council of the City of 
Sedalia, Missouri, as follows to-vvit: 
S ection i . 
That section i of 
an 
ordi­ 
nance entitled “ An ordinance j)roviding for 
the paving of Fifth street from the west line 
of Ohio avenue to the east line of Grand av­ 
enue,” passed April 3d, 1893 
approved 
April 5th, 1893, 
3he same is hereby 
repealed and tne following, to be 
and 
be 
known as section i of said ordinance be and 
the same is enacted in lieu thereof; 
“ Sec­ 
tion I. 
That all that part of Fifth street in 
the city of Sedalia, Missouri, lying between 
the 
west line 
of Ohio avenue and the east 
line ot Grand avenue be paved, the said pav­ 
ing to extend from curb to curb forty feet 
in width, more or less, from the west line of 
Ohio avenue to the west curb line of Osage 
avenue, and from curb to curb thirty feet in 
width, more or less, from the west curb line 
of Osage avenue to the east line of Grand 
avenue; provided that at the crossings of in­ 
tersecting streets the pavement shall extend 
to the street line over the entire width of the 
roadway of the intersecting streets: by the 
term “ roadway” is meant that the space be­ 
tween curbstones as now set at all intersect­ 
ing streets. 
Said pavement shall be made 
and constructed out of the material and in 
the manner provided for in 
the 
following 
specifications. 
GENERAL CONDITIONS. 
The work herein specified includes all the 
labor and material necessary to the complete 
and 
entire paving of the above mentioned 
street. 
Upon all questions concerning the execu­ 
tion of the work done, in accordance with 
these 
specifications 
and the measurement 
thereof the decision of the city engineer shall 
be final. 
The city engineer shall have the right to 
discharge careless and incompetent work­ 
men. 
It is expressly agreed and understood that 
the entire improvement shall be done in a 
thorough and workmanlike manner and to 
the entire satisfaction of th'i 
city 
council, 
and when done the work sbkfl' be complete 
in CHcry respect. 


All material will be 
carefully 
inspected 
after it is brougl '; on the line of work, and 
all material which in quality and dimensions 
does not conform strictly to these specifica­ 
tions shall be rejected, and shall immediate­ 
ly be removed from the line of work. 
If at 
any time during the ])iogress of the work any 
rejected or inferior material should be found 
in the street, or any portion of the work 
found improperly done, such material and 
work 
shall 
be 
removed and rei)laccd by 
proper material and work at the exj)ense of 
the contractor. 
Notice of any imj)crfection of work,orinfe- 
iority of material to any foreman or agent in 
charge of any ])ortion of the work, in the 
bsence of the contractor, shall be consider­ 
ed a notice to the contractor. 
1 he contracior will be required to remove 
at his own expense al! obstructions such 
as 
trees, stones, etc. 
I he contractor sliall remove all mateiial 
and debris from the street as soon and as 
fast as c«mipleted. 
d'he contractor will be required to remove 
all sidewalks in the line of said improvement 
in a careful manner and preserve and replace 
the same at his own exjjcnse. 
All loss t)r damage arising out of the na­ 
ture of the work to be done, or from any un- 
forscen or Unusual obstruction or difficulties 
which may he encountered in the i)rosecution 
of the same, shall be sustained l)y tlic con­ 
tractor. 
It is herel)y agreed and expressly under­ 
stood, that on refusal or failure, on the part 
t)f the contractor, his .agent or employes, to 
comply with any portion of these specifica­ 
tions, the city reserves the right to employ 
sufiicient help to have the required work 
done, and deduct the expense of the 
same 
from any money that may ])c due or that 
may hereafter bec<.»me due the 
contractor. 
The contractor shall maintain red lights at 
night 
time 
at all holes or other dangertms 
pl.aces on said street, and shall keep ail dan­ 
gerous places on said street al all limes bar­ 
ricaded and protected. 
The contracior will be held responsible for 
all damage done to water, g.as(»r drain i)ij)es. 
The grading must be fully 
completed 
at 
least one block in .advance of the paving. 
The term “ gr.adc” as used in the specifi­ 
cations of this ordinance shall be construed to 
mean the “ gr.adc indicated by the following 
descriptions and elevations, to wit: 
Begin­ 
ning at a p(»int on the west line of Ohio av­ 
enue 
and 
the 
center line of bifth street, 
where 
the 
grade 
elevation is 115.3 E'Ct, 
thence west along the said center 
of 
Fifth 
street, 
to 
a ipoiiit ten feet west of the east 
line of Osage avenue where the grade eleva­ 
tion is one hundred and eleven feel, thence 
west on a level to a point ten feet east of the 
west line of said Osage avenue, thence west 
on a plane to a point fifteen feet west of the 
east 
line of 
Kentucky avenue, wlierc the 
grade elevation 
is one hundred and seven 
feel, thence west on a plane to a j)oint fifteen 
feet east of the west line of 
Kentucky 
ave­ 
nue, where the grade elevation is 
one 
hun­ 
dred and six and five-tenths feet, thence west 
on a }dane to a point ten feel west of the east 
line of Moniteau avcMuie, where the grade el- 
vation is ninety-nine and seven-tenths feet, 
thence west on a ]>laiic to a jM)int fifteen feet 
east of the west line 
of 
.Moniteau 
avenue, 
where the grade elevation is ninety-nine feet, 
thence west tm a })lane tt) a point ten feet 
west of the cast line 
of 
Vermont 
avenue, 
wliere the gratlc elevation is ninety one and 
five-lcnths feet, thence west on a plane to a 
]>oinl ten feet cast of the west line 
of said 
Vermont avenue, where the grade elevation 
is 
ninety-one 
and fivc-tenlhs feet,‘thence 
west on a plane to a point ten 
tcet 
west of 
the cast line of Missouri avenue, where 
the 
gr.ule elevation is ninety-one and nine-tenths 
feet, thence west on a plane 
to a jioint ten

avenue, where the grade elevation is ninety

GRADING. 
The earth roadbed on which the pavement 
is to rest will be carefully excavated to 
the 
depth of eight inches below the lop surface 
of the finished i)avemenl. 
Any 
objectiona­ 
ble or unsuitable material iielovv the roadbed 
will be removed and the space 
tilled 
with 
gravel or sand well rammed or rolled with 
a 
heavy 
roller. 
Tlie 
grade surface will 
be 
trimmed carefully so .as 
to 
be jiarallel to 
the surface of the pavement when completed, 
and the entire roadlied will 
then 
be 
thor­ 
oughly rolled with a heavy roller weighing 
not less than live tons weight. 


CDNCRKTK HASE. 
Upon the surface thus formed will then be 
laid a bed of hydraulic cement concrete six 
inches thick to be made as follows: 
^ 
One measure of hydraulic cement ami two 
of clean, sharp sand free from clay or loam, 
shall be thoroughly 
mixed dry 
and then 
made into a mortar with the le.ast possible 
amount of water; broken limestone of accep- 
lible dimentions and character, clean from 
dirt, drenched with water, 
but 
having 
no 
loose water in the heap, will be incorporated 
immediately with the mortar in such 
quan­ 
tities as will give a surplus of the mortar when 
rammed. 
The proportion will be about one 
part of cement, two of 
sand 
and 
five of 
broken stone, and will be regulated by meas­ 
ure and when ascertained will be rigidly and 
uniformly adhered to. 
Each batch of con­ 
crete will be thoroughly mixed; the mixing 
being continued on 
the 
board 
until each 
piece of stone is 
completely covered with 
mortar; it will then be spread quickly in such 
quantity as will give a thickness of six inches 
when rammed, and it will at once be 
com- 
jiacted by tamping until free mortar ap­ 
pears on the surface. 
The whole 
operation 
of mixing and laying each batch will be per­ 
formed as expeditiously as possible with the 
use of a sufficient number of skilled 
men. 
No gravel will be used in the concrete, only 
angular fragments 
of stone 
having rough 
faces obtained by 
fracture 
and measuring 
not more than two and one-half inches 
in 
their largest dimensions. 
T he upper surface of the 
base will be 
made exactly parallel with the crown of the 
pavement to be laid and will be left rough 
for the purpose of 
preventing 
the 
asphalt 
cushion from shoving or sliding under the 
traffic. 
The hydraulic cement used in the prepara­ 
tion of this concrete must be the best quaLty 
of fresh ground Fort Scott cement, or 
other 
manufacture equally as good and samples of 
each car load must be furnished the city engi­ 
neer for test whenever desired. If any cement 
is found of inferior quality and is rejected, it 
must be at o n ce removed from the street. 


WEARING SURFACE, 
1 he wearing surface will be laid in two 
coats of one inch each making a combined 
thickness of two snches after receiving the 
ultimate compression. 
I he first or cushion coat will I e composed of 
asphalt cement and sand, or crusher screen 
ings, as may be directed by the city engi­ 
neer. 
The proportions of these ingredients 
will be apjiroximately asph;ill cement leniper 
cent, by weight and sand or screenings nine­ 
ty ¡)ci cent. 
1 he second, or surface coat, will be 
com- 
j)oscd of asphalt cement, line sand and j)ow» 
dcrcd c.arbonatc of lime. 
I'lic pro[ n>i tioi s 
will be njiproximated by weight as follows: 
Asphalt cement...................13 to 16 
........................................ 80 to 70 
Lime dust carbonate

ASrilALT. 
The .asplialt used throughout will lie the 
best quality in use for paving purposes and 
must upon analysis sliovv imt less than 
eigh­ 
ty per cent, pure bitumen. 
Samples will be 
furnished the city engineer daily or as often 
as he may recpiire for analysis, 


FLITXING Oir.S. 
The asDluilt used iu tfie cushion coat may 
f)esoft('ued ami tempeiaal with a heavy resi- 
dium oil whicii must he fria» from cokedr ex­ 
cess of light oil or ha rd pa ratfiue and of grav­ 
ity of from IS to 22 Ueauimx at a tem'jiera- 
ture of tin di‘gri*es F, and withstand a fire 
test of 2,‘>() dt'griH's F. 
The asplialt used in the top or wearing sur­ 
face will i)(‘ softimed and tempmed witli 
lipuid aNphali, or maltha., and in both cases 
the (juantity of oil ust'd will be su<‘b as to se­ 
cure a ceimmt as ni'arly uniform as possilib», 
neitlior so soft as to mark unduly under the 
summer traffic,nor so banl as to crack in the 
winter. 
The cross section of stri'et wiil tie at estab- 
lislu'd grade of stri'et at tin; center and slope

uniformerly 
curvcii lines to six or seven inebes bt'low 
grade at curt) lines as the enginei'r shall 
direct. 
A t the crossing of intersecting stri'Ctslbe 
paving shall extend to the street or Iniilding 
line and tlie finisiietl .surface shall be made 
to slope uniformly each way along diagonal 
lines from grade at the center of the street 
inter.sei'tion.

At points where paving is stopped a false 
oak curl) three Inchi's by tvvi'lve inches shall 
he us’cd; thi* ends of timbers must be sawed 
so as to make a close lit ting joint w liicli shall 
not exi'eed om* fourth of an inch at any point 
wliere the tin)hers are .set end to end and to 
he set on tin' line.^ and grades given by iJie 
city t'ligineer.
